Notice of Appeal 

Voice of Brooklyn, Inc., gives notice that it hppeals to 
this Court under the provisions of Sections 402(b) and 
402(c) of the Communications Act of 1934, from a decision 
and order of the Federal Communications Commission, 
rendered June 29, 1937, September 8, 1937, September 15, 
1937 or September 22, 1937, as the case may bb, and pur¬ 
portedly effective September 15, 1937, denying its appli¬ 
cation for renewal of the license of its radiobroadcasting 
station WLTH, and granting an application of Brooklyn 
Broadcasting Corporation for modification of th0 license of 
its radiobroadcasting station WBBC, so as to! assign to 
the Brooklyn Broadcasting Corporation the operating time 
and facilities heretofore enjoyed by the appellant], and gives 
the reasons hereinafter set forth. 

Preliminary Statement 

On July 19, 1937, the present appellant sued out its ap¬ 
peal to this Court in No. 7010 from an order of the Federal 
Communications Commission rendered June 29,1937, deny¬ 
ing its application for renewal of the license of its 

2 radiobroadcasting station WLTH, and granting an 
application of Brooklyn Broadcasting Corporation 

for modification of the license of its radiobroadcasting sta¬ 
tion AVBBC, so as to assign to the Brooklyn Broadcasting 
Corporation the operating time and facilities heretofore en-

joyed by appellant, and in the notice of appeal in that case 
the appellant alleged as its reason for appeal that the action 
of the commission complained of, as exemplified in a cer¬ 
tified copy attached to such notice of appeal, was void in 
its entirety as a matter of law, in that the facilities of ap¬ 
pellant’s radiobroadcasting station WLTH were attempted 
to be taken from the appellant and granted to another with¬ 
out publication by the Federal Communications Commis¬ 
sion of any statement of facts or grounds for decision and 
without the entry or making of any findings that the action 
of the Federal Communications Commission would serve 
or was required by public interest, convenience and neces¬ 
sity, such statement and such findings being required as a 
condition precedent and as a jurisdictional matter by the 
Communications Act of 1934, and more particularly by the 
provisions of Sections 4(m), 303, 307, 309, 319, and 402(c) 
of the Act, and it was further recited in said notice of ap¬ 
peal that although the order of the commission then com¬ 
plained of was purportedly effective September 15, 1937, 
the order being void, that portion of it delaying its effective 
date was also without authority. 

Thereafter, and after the suing out of the appeal in No. 
7010, and on or about September 16, 1937, the appellee, Fed¬ 
eral Communications Commission, published a purported 
corrected order which bears the designation of Minute No. 
538, being the same minute number as that set forth in the 
notice of appeal in No. 7010.

6 This order contains an alleged finding j of public 
interest, convenience and necessity as required by 

law and further recites that Commissioners Payne and 
Walker did not participate, and that Commissioner Stewart 
dissented. 

Upon information and belief, the appellant alleges that 
the following are the facts concerning the making of the 
so-called ‘‘corrected order 

A letter, memorandum, or form of order was circulated 
among the members of the commission individually for 
their signatures or initials and without conference, each 
with the other, some time on or prior to September 8, 1937. 
The following commissioners participated individually in 
the signature or initialing of the amended or corrected or¬ 
der: Eugene 0. Sykes, Norman S. Case, Thad H. Brown, 
George H. Payne, and Paul Walker. Cominissioners 
Walker and Payne initialed or signed and approved the al¬ 
leged corrected order, although said order states that they 
did not participate therein. 

After the circulation and initialing or signature above 
described, the alleged corrected order was published at the 
offices of the commission on or about Septembejr 16, 1937. 
Although such order bears the date of June ^9, 1937, it 
was in fact not entered upon such June 29, 1937. 

Thereafter at a general session of the comrhission, on 
September 22, 1937, there being present Commissioners 
Sykes, Craven, Payne, Walker and Case (Coikimissioner 
Brown not present), an attempted ratification of |the alleged 
amended order, dated June 29, 1937, but actually amended 
by circularization on or about September 8, 1937, and pub¬ 
lished September 16, 1937, was made, such attempted rati¬ 
fication being in words and figures following: j 
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7 ‘ 4 September 22, 1937 

4 ‘The Commission at a General Session today took the 
following action. 

* * * 

“Approved a corrected order in the Brooklyn cases. 
General Session Minute #538 has been corrected in accor¬ 
dance therewith, and the stenciled and permanent minutes 
will reflect the corrections made. Action taken 9/8/37.” 

(See also Exhibit A attached hereto.) 

Hearing in the affected matters was held before the full 
commission sitting cn banc . The alleged corrected order 
states that neither Commissioner George H. Payne nor 
Paul Walker participated therein; however they did par¬ 
ticipate in the circularization and ratification thereof. Com¬ 
missioner Aiming S. Prall, who participated in the hearing 
on the matters involved, died after the hearing and before 
the making of any amendment or correction to the original 
order of June 29, 1936. The term of Commissioner Irwin 
S. Stewart as a member of the Federal Communications 
Commission expired June 30, 1937, and he was not reap¬ 
pointed. The new commissioner, T. A. M. Craven, had been 
appointed and had taken office between the entry of the 
original order of June 29, 1937, and the attempted correc¬ 
tion—ratification of September 22, 1937, but appellant al¬ 
leges that he did not participate in the hearing, nor did he 
read any report thereof or any transcript of the testimony 
or exhibits. 

Therefore, at most, only three members of the commis¬ 
sion, and less than a quo nun thereof, participated lawfully 
or properly in the purported correction or amendment. 

Although the purported corrected order bears the date 
of June 29, 1937, it is evident that it was not prepared or 
published on such date, inasmuch as it bear the mimeograph 
release number 22966 and the release numbers of the com¬ 
mission immediately prior and immediately after 

8 that number from among public releases, namely 
numbers 22959, 22960 and 22967, attached hereto as 

exhibits B, C, and D, respectively (first pages only), bear 
dates of September 14, 15 and 16, 1937. 

The same facts and procedure with regard to the cir¬ 
cularization, lack of meeting or conference, absence of 
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i 

quorum, ratification, etc., apply to a purported statement 
of facts and grounds for decision published in this matter 
on or about September 15, 1937.

Reasons for Appeal 

| 

1. The purported corrected order and decision are void 
in their entirety as a matter of law: 

A. The commission was without jurisdiction* and power 
to enter the order and decision because the saijie were en¬ 
tered by less than a quorum of the commission |as required 
by Section 4(h) of the Communications Act of 1934. 

B. The commission was without jurisdiction! and power 
to make the purported corrected order and decision after 
the effective date of the original order had passed. 

C. The commission was without jurisdiction and power to 
enter its purported corrected order and decision after the 
appellant had filed its notice of appeal and statement of the 
reasons therefor in this Court. 

D. The commission is without jurisdiction to enact orders 
or adopt statements of fact and grounds for decision by 
any other method than the holding of meetings and con¬ 
ference concerning orders and decisions and ihay not at¬ 
tempt the enactment of orders and decisions by referendum. 

2. The deletion of the radiobroadcasting station of ap¬ 
pellant was a denial of due process of law in that there is 
no application known to the law as “an application for the 

facilities of another station”. 

9 3. The purported corrected order and decision are 

void because entered upon a hearing conducted with¬ 
out the semblance of judicial proceeding and entirely un¬ 
fair in the complete disregard of the rules of evidence and 
through the continuous admission of large amounts of ir¬ 
relevant, immaterial, hearsay and prejudicial tostimony. 

4. The commission erred as a matter of law |in granting 
the facilities of the appellant to the Brooklyn Broadcasting 
Corporation, licensee of WBBC in that the latter made no 
affirmative comparative showing that it could or would 
render a service superior to that rendered by the appellant. 

5. The commission’s finding that the Brooklyn Broad¬ 
casting Corporation was operating in the public interest, 
convenience and necessity, and the findings supporting the 
grant to it of the facilities of the appellant are 3o indefinite,

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uncertain and so lacking in essential and basic findings of 
evidence as to render the order and decision void. 

6. The commission erred as a matter of law and fact in 
finding that the appellant had divested itself of the control 
of its programs, in that appellant was following an ac¬ 
cepted practice of the radiobroadcasting industry and ap¬ 
proved by the commission. 

7. It was error as a matter of law to fail to take judicial 
notice of the general method of conducting the radiobroad¬ 
casting business in the way of accepting programs from 
persons and agencies engaged in the preparation of pro¬ 
grams for the networks and chains. 

8. The commission’s finding that the appellant is not 
financially qualified is arbitrary, capricious, and contrary 

to the evidence. 

10 A. The commission’s finding as to the nature and 
purposes of Jewish Radio Program Service, Inc., 
a one-hundred percent, subsidiary of the appellant, and its 
conclusion that the subsidiary was to protect the parent 
corporation from its obligations was arbitrary, capricious, 
and contrary to the evidence, and erroneous as a matter of 
law. 

B. The commission’s finding as to the nature and purpose 
of the mortgage of appellant to a friend and its conclusion 
that it was a fraudulent method to avoid payment to credi¬ 
tors was arbitrary, capricious, contrary to the evidence 
and erroneous as a matter of law; because the purpose of 
said mortgage was to protect the assets of appellant against 
litigation with the American Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers, which litigation is still in the courts; and 
furthermore the commission is judicially cognizant of the 
litigation and the methods and means by which the radio¬ 
broadcasting industry is combatting the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Publishers. 

C. It was arbitrary, capricious, contrary to the evidence 
and erroneous as a matter of law for the commission to 
refuse to consider that the aforesaid mortgage was released. 

9. It was error as a matter of law to fail to take judicial 
notice of the controversy existing between broadcasting 
stations generally and the American Society of Composers, 
Authors, and Publishers. 
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10. The findings of the commission that the: appellant 
was broadcasting programs which advertised tonics, pro¬ 
prietary medicines, liniments, etc., was j arbitrary, 

11 capricious, contrary to the evidence, erroneous as a 
matter of law and unjustly discriminatory against 
appellant. 

11. The action of the commission in deleting |the appel¬ 
lant’s station and in assigning its facilities to Brooklyn 
Broadcasting Corporation, and granting a renewal of li¬ 
cense to Paramount Broadcasting Corporation,! was arbi¬ 
trary, capricious, contrary to the evidence, erroneous as a 
matter of law and unjustly discriminatory against appel¬ 
lant. 

12. It was arbitrary, capricious, erroneous as a matter 
of law, and unjustly discriminatory against appellant to 
find that appellant was not operating in the public interest, 
convenience and necessity. 


Relief Requested 

"Wherefore, the appellant prays that the Couijt enter its 
order reversing and setting aside the action of the commis¬ 
sion terminating the operating assignment of its radio¬ 
broadcasting station WLTH.

United States Broadcasting Corporation gives notice 
that it appeals to this Court under the provisions of Sec¬ 
tions 402(b) and 402(c) of the Communications Act of 1934, 
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from a decision and order of the Federal Communications 
Commission, rendered June 29, 1937, September 8, 1937, 
September 15, 1937, or September 22, 1937, as the case may

Preliminary Statement

26 diobroadcasting station WARD, and granting an ap¬

Commissioners Walker and 
Payne initialed or signed and approved the alleged cor¬ 
rected order, although said order states that they did not 
participate therein. 

After the circulation and initialing or signature above de¬ 
scribed, the alleged corrected order was published at the 
offices of the commission on or about September 16, 1937. 
Although such order bears the date of June 29, 1937, it 
was in fact not entered upon such June 29, 1937|. 

Thereafter at a general session of the commission, on 
September 22, 1937, there being present Commissioners 
Sykes, Craven, Payne, Walker and Case (Cohnnissioner 
Brown not present), an attempted ratification! of the al¬ 
leged amended order, dated June 29, 1937, biit actually 
amended by circularization on or about September 8, 1937, 
and published September 16, 1937, was made, such at¬ 
tempted ratification being in words and figures following:

Hearing in the affected matters was held before the full 
commission sitting en banc. The alleged corrected order 
states that neither Commissioner George H. Payne nor 
Paul Walker participated therein; however thqy did par¬ 
ticipate in the circularization and ratification thereof. Com¬ 
missioner Anning S. Prall, who participated in the hearing 
on the matters involved, died after the hearing jand before 
the making of any amendment or correction to the original 
order of June 29, 1936. The term of Commissioner Irwin 
S. Stewart as a member of the Federal Comnjiunications 
Commission expired June 30, 1937, and he wa$ not reap- 

i 
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pointed. The new commissioner, T. A. M. Craven, had 
been appointed and had taken office between the entry of the 
original order of June 29, 1937, and the attempted correc¬ 
tion—ratification of September 22, 1937, but appellant al¬ 
leges that he did not participate in the hearing, nor did he 
read any report thereof or any transcript of the testimony 
or exhibits. 

Therefore, at most, only three members of the commis- 
sion, and less than a quorum thereof, participated lawfully 
or properly in the purported correction or amendment. 

Although the purported corrected order bears the date 
of June 29, 1937, it is evident that it was not prepared or 
published on such date, inasmuch as it bears the mimeo¬ 
graph release number 22966 and the release numbers of 
the commission immediately prior and immediately 
32 after that number from among public releases, 
namely number 22959, 22960 and 22967, attached 
hereto as exhibits B, C, and D, respectively (first pages 
only), bear dates of September 14, 15 and 16, 1937. 

The same facts and procedure with regard to the cir¬ 
cularization, lack of meeting or conference, absence of 
quorum, ratification, etc., apply to a purported statement 
of facts and grounds for decision published in this matter 
on or about September 15, 1937. 

Reasons for Appeal 

1. The purported corrected order and decision are void in 
their entirety as a matter of law: 

A. The commission was without jurisdiction and power to 
enter the order and decision because the same were entered 
by less than a quorum of the commission as required by 
Section 4(h) of the Communications Act of 1934. 

B. The commission was without jurisdiction and power to 
make the purported corrected order and decision after the 
effective date of the original order had passed. 

C. The commission was without jurisdiction and power 
to enter its purported corrected order and decision after 
the appellant had filed its notice of appeal and statement 
of the reasons therefor in this Court. 

D. The commission is without jurisdiction to enact orders 
or adopt statements of fact and grounds for decision by 
any other method than the holding of meetings and con-

ference concerning orders and decisions and may not at-

tempt the enactment of orders and decisions bv referen¬ 
dum. 

2. The deletion of the radiobroadcasting station of ap¬ 
pellant was a denial of due process of law in that there is 
no application known to the law as “an application for the 
facilities of another station”. 

33 3. The purported corrected order and decision are 
void because entered upon a hearing conducted with¬ 
out the semblance of judicial proceeding and entirely un¬ 
fair in the complete disregard of the rules of evidence and 
through the continuous admission of large amounts of irrel-

evant, immaterial, hearsay and prejudicial testimony. 

4. The commission erred as a matter of law ip granting 
the facilities of the appellant to the Brooklyn Broadcast¬ 
ing Corporation, licensee of WBBC, in that the letter made 
no affirmative comparative showing that it could or would 
render a service superior to that rendered by the appellant. 

5. The commission’s finding that the Brooklyn Broad¬ 
casting Corporation was operating in the public interest, 
convenience and necessity, and the findings supporting the 
grant to it of the facilities of the appellant are soj indefinite, 
uncertain and so lacking in essential and basic findings of 
evidence as to render the order and decision void. 

6. The commission erred as a matter of law ajnd fact in 
finding that the appellant had divested itself of tjhe control 
of its programs, in that appellant was followijng an ac¬ 
cepted practice of the radiobroadcasting industry and 
approved by the commission. 

7. It was error as a matter of law to fail to tajce judicial 
notice of the general method of conducting the radiobroad¬ 
casting business in the way of accepting programs from 
persons and agencies engaged in the preparation of pro¬ 
grams for the networks and chains. 

8. The commission’s finding that the appellant was not 
technically proficient in the use and operation of its facili¬ 
ties was arbitrary, capricious, contrary to the evidence and 

unjustly discriminatory against the appellant. 

34 9. The action of the commission in deleting the 
appellant’s station, assigning its facilities to the 

Brooklyn Broadcasting Corporation and renewing the 
license of Paramount Broadcasting Corporation, licensee 
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of WVFW was arbitrary, capricious, contrary to the evi¬ 
dence, erroneous as a matter of law and unjustly discrim¬ 
inatory against appellant. 

10. It was arbitrary, capricious, erroneous as a matter 
of law, and unjustly discriminatory against the appellant 
to find that it was not operating in the public interest, con¬ 
venience and necessity. 

Relief Requested 

Wherefore, the appellant prays that the Court enter its 
order reversing and setting aside the action of the commis¬ 
sion terminating the operating assignment of its radio¬ 
broadcasting station WARD.

Pursuant to that hearing the 
Radio commission found that the continued operation of 
WARD would serve the public interest, convenience and 
necessity and, on March 31, 1933, announced its order that 
renewal of license issue.

Voice of Brooklyn, Inc., desires to be heard. 

At the hearing it will show: 

A. (Generally) 

1. For many years it has been licensee of radiobroadcast¬ 
ing station WLTH. It has operated such station in com¬ 
pliance with the law. It has continuously received licenses 
and renewals of license upon repeated findings by the fed¬ 
eral regulatory authority that its operation of the station 
would comply with the requirements of law and that the 
provisions of the laws for the regulation of radiocommuni¬ 
cation required the issuance of such licenses. 

2. On November 1,1932, it held a regular license from the 
Federal Radio commission to transmit at 1400 Kilocycles, 
at Brooklyn, one-quarter time. By its terms the license 
continued effective from November 1, 1932, until May 1, 
1933. This license was in form prescribed by the Radio Act 
of 1927 and contained no limitations other than those re¬ 
quired by the Act. At about this time certain applications 
were filed “for the facilities of” WLTH. Hence the Radio 
commission on January 18, 1933 requested that pursuant 
to its Rule 17, the applicant submit an application for re¬ 
newal of license as an “essential to the proper conduct” of 
the hearing on the applications “for the facilities of” 
WLTH. 

3. Such request was without authority. 

4. Nevertheless, such an application was submitted and 
the application was set down for hearing under the absolute

5. Such action in designating the present application for 
hearing was without authority.

7. Applicant is without knowledge of any fact or circum¬ 
stance indicating that it is any less entitled to rejnewal of 
license than heretofore and alleges that no such faqt or cir¬ 
cumstance exists.

The Commission denied the petition, and the supple¬ 
mental petition thereto, of the Paramount Broadcasting 
Corporation, (WVFW 7 ), Brooklyn, New York, for rehear¬ 
ing in the matter of its applications for modification of li¬ 
cense and renewal of license, Dockets Nos. 1883 and 1966, 
et al. 

Commissioner Stewart presented the following minority 
opinion in the Brooklyn cases: 

4 ‘I regret that I am not able to support in its entirety the 
decision of the Broadcast Division in these cases. I be¬ 
lieve, however, that the record is incomplete in some re¬ 
spects and that the matter should be reopened for the fur¬ 
ther consideration of certain points mentioned hereafter. It 
is possible that further information on those points would 
lead me to the same conclusions reached by the Division, 
but I shall be more nearly convinced of the soundness of 
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those conclusions when the points mentioned have been 
more thoroughly covered. 

“1. As respects the denial of the applications qf WARD, 
WLTH and WVFW, I believe the decision is sound. That 
they were not operating in the public interest, convenience 
and necessitv seems bevond reasonable doubt. The denial 

w •/ 

of the application of WEVD and the granting of [the appli¬ 
cations of WHAZ, WFAB and WBBR were likewise sound. 

“2. The denial of the application of Arde Bhlova and 
Norman K. Winston is sound on the record, on the assump¬ 
tion that the Division considered the fact that Mr. Bulova 
already owned one-half interest in a station serving Brook¬ 
lyn. That fact is mentioned in the decision although not 
specifically stated as a ground for the decision. 

“3. Station WBBC appears from the record to have been 
slightly better than the three stations deleted. Judging 
from its past operations, it might have suffered the fate 
prescribed for them without any material loss to the pub¬ 
lic. Because of its slightly better performance,; however, 
the Division may be correct in sparing the station at this 
time—although I am at a loss to understand wha[t there is 
in the history of the station to have lead to the ddubling of 
its time on the air. With the increased time and conse¬ 
quently with a possibly increased efficiency, the station may 
be able to justify itself. 

668a “4. I am unable to agree that the record shows 

any need for a new station on this frequency in 
Brooklyn. Certainly Brooklyn is not without broadcast 
service. Commission records show that some or all of the 
borough is at all times within the good service area of at 
least eleven stations, exclusive of those involved in the 
present cases. This figure is higher than for the remainder 
of the first zone and far higher than for most of thb country. 
There is no justification for placing a new station in 
Brooklyn unless it is to serve a need peculiar^ to that 
borough which is not served by some other station within 
whose service area it lies. 

“5. The decision of the Division grants half tiipe to the 
Brooklyn Daily Eagle Broadcasting Company, InO., which 
heretofore has not been engaged in broadcasting. Mr. 
Preston Goodfellow, President of the Brooklyn Daily Eagle 
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which is to be the principal stockholder in the Brooklyn 
Daily Eagle Broadcasting Company, Inc., testified: 

‘My idea of a broadcasting station would be to cater to 
the type of reader that the New York Times and the Brook¬ 
lyn Daily Eagle and the Sun and papers of that calibre 
have.’ (Transcript, Dec. 6, 1934, p. 587.) 

“Mr. Goodfellow further testified that the Daily Eagle ‘is 
known as a class newspaper in that it does not attempt to 
reach the masses. It is a paper that it outstanding in its 
advertising volume.’ (Ibid. p. 515.) His testimony does not 
give us any reason to believe that he contemplates any im¬ 
portant service not already rendered by one or more of the 
stations serving Brooklyn. It may be noted in passing that 
the Daily Eagle did not carry for the information of its 
readers the programs of the four Brooklyn stations whose 
facilities it is seeking, although it did carry the programs 
of other stations serving the Brooklyn area. 

“In the absence of a showing that the proposed station 
will be used to meet the needs peculiar to Brooklyn, I am 
unwilling to approve another station in the overquota New 
York metropolitan area when there is a serious need for 
the facilities in other parts of the country less well served 
with broadcast facilities. 

“6. It is not clear from the opinion that consideration 
was given to the matter of the public interest involved in 
the granting of a broadcast station license to an applicant 
controlled by a newspaper. Broadcast stations and news¬ 
papers are the two principal sources of current public in¬ 
formation and enlightenment; in a more mundane field they 
are the two principal media of local advertising and two of 
the principal media of national advertising in any commu¬ 
nity. Combining the two under the same control inevitably 
presents a problem of major moment which should be 
squarely faced by the Commission in its determination of 
‘public interest, convenience and necessity’. I do 
669 not believe that it was sufficiently considered by the 
Broadcast Division in the present instance. 

“7. The decision gives half time each to two stations in 
the same community. On its face such an arrangement is 
most uneconomical. To have two transmitters, two sets of 
studios, two staffs and a duplication of everything which 
goes into a broadcast station of the first class involves a 
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i 

duplication of expense which must inevitably bo reflected 
in programs and service sooner or later. Such duplica¬ 
tion, incident to half-time operation, should bej required 
only where positive advantages of a substantial nature will 
flow from the arrangement. Where both stations are de¬ 
signed to serve the same community, the duplication seems 
unwarranted in the absence of a record showing weighty 
reasons in support of such an anomalous arrangement. The 
opinion shows no such reasons. In connection wjth its de¬ 
cision on WBBC, the Broadcast Division traces! the diffi¬ 
culty of that station to its quarter-time operation. The 
uneconomic nature of quarter-time operation is!thus rec¬ 
ognized. The uneconomic nature of half-time operation 
should at least merit consideration, especially in h decision 
which by authorizing a new station creates, rather than 
merely continues, part-time operation. 

“8. In my opinion the matter should be reopened for 
further testimony on the points covered in paragraphs 
numbered 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7. ’ 7

Voice of Brooklyn, Inc., petitions for a rehearing of the 
matters producing the order of the Broadcast jdivision 
dated October 1, 1935 and the decision of the Division dated 
December 17, 1935 insofar as such order and decision call 
for the deletion of petitioner’s radiobroadcasting station 
WLTH. This relief is requested because (as mqre fully 
appears below): the order and decision are unjust land un¬ 
warranted; they overlook and fail to consider material 
questions of law and matters of fact which, if considered, 
would have changed the order and decision; the findings of 
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fact upon which the order is purportedly based are so ar¬ 
bitrarily and capriciously made that the order can not 
withstand an appeal pursutant to £ 402 of the Communica¬ 
tions Act of 1934 and the order of the Division is so 

678 oppressive as to invoke the general supervisory 
powers of the Commission. 

The particulars are as follows: 

1. The Division Has Undertaken to Delete (Refuse Re¬ 
newal of License to) WLTH For Failure to Make a Show¬ 
ing of Public Interest, Etc., in a Proceeding Which Did Not 
Require WLTH to Assume that Burden but Which Merely 
Placed it on the Defensive Against An Attack by the 
Brooklyn Daily Eagle Broadcasting Co., Inc., Wherein the 
Burden of Proving a Superior Public Service Was to be 
Upon the Eagle Company. 

WLTH, on November 1,1932, held a regular license from 
the Federal Radio commission to broadcast at 1400 kilo¬ 
cycles, at Brooklyn, one-quarter time. By its terms the 
license continued effective from November 1, 1932, until 
May 1, 1933. This license was in the form prescribed by 
the Radio Act of 1927 and customarily used by the Com¬ 
mission and contained no limitations other than those re¬ 
quired by the Act and customarily used by the Commission. 

At about this time applications were filed on behalf of 
WARD 1 2 and WVFW J “for the facilities of” WLTH. After 
receiving these applications, the Radio commission, pur¬ 
suant to its Rule 17 3 asked that an application for

a “17. Whenever the Commission regards an application for renewal of license 
as essential to the proper conduct of a hearing or investigation and specifically 
directs that the same be filed by a date certain, such application shall be filed 
within the time thus specified. If the licensee fails to file such application 
within the prescribed time, or such extension thereof as the Commission may 
grant upon proper showing, the hearing or investigation shall proceed as if such 
renewal application had been received.’’ 


I 
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much as there was a valid existing license for WLTH 
having three and one-half months yet to run and an “ ap¬ 
plication for the facilities of ” a station under these circum¬ 
stances is unknown, to the statute, the request of the Radio 
commission was without warrant in law. However, the 
WLTH application was submitted and it was assigned 
docket number 1967. A hearing was held upon tie appli¬ 
cations of WARD and WVFW before Examiner Walker of 
the Radio commission August 28 to September 14, 1933 
and pursuant to it, Mr. Walker published Examiner’s Re¬ 
port 539 on February 23, 1934. Before the Corfimission 
acted upon this record, the applications on behalf of 
WARD and WVFW “for the facilities of” WT/fH were 
withdrawn and abandoned. 1 Under the applicable rule of 
the Commission, a renewal of license would ordinarily have 
been issued for WLTH forthwith. 5 However, intervening 
applications had now been filed “for the facilities of” 
WLTH by Brooklyn Daily Eagle Broadcasting Co., Inc. 
and by Bulova & Winston. As this changed the patties, the 
Commission ordered an additional hearing which tvas held 
before Examiner Hill of the Communications conjrmission 
December third to tenth, 1934. Mr. Hill published his Ex¬ 
aminer’s Report 1-40 on April 12, 1935. j 

It should be observed that during the pendency of 
680 the WLTH application for renewal called for by the 
Radio Commission’s letter of January, 1933 the 
Rules do not permit the filing of any application for re¬ 
newal upon any basis. As a mechanical matter, WLTH was 
required to operate under a temporary license. Lhis tem¬ 
porary license has always been one pursuant to tie Janu¬ 
ary-1933 application and has always been temporary only 
because of the “applications for the facilities of” WLTH. 

Thus: WBBC (given one-half time on 1400 kilocycles by 
the order of the Division) has never made any “iapplica- 
tion for the facilities of” WLTH; such applications on the 
part of WARD and WVFW have been withdrajwn; the 
Bulova & Winston application has been denied by the Divi¬ 
sion. Hence: the Division on the proceedings might have

This the Divi¬ 
sion has not done. It has deleted WLTH upon an absolute 
basis for failure to meet a burden of proof 0 not placed upon 
it and has thereafter granted the Eagle-company applica¬ 
tion as an independent matter and in default of a better 
such application. 7 

2. No Factual Basis Appears from the Decision of the 
Broadcast Division for Deleting (Refusing Renewal of Li¬ 
cense to) WLTH. 

In the course of a year’s work, the Broadcast division 
receives in excess of 1200 applications for renewal 
681 of licenses for radiobroadcasting stations. It is the 
established administrative custom that these are 
granted as a matter of course whenever they are proper in 
form. The occasional exceptions to this rule are in in¬ 
stances where specific facts come to the attention of the 
Division to raise a doubt concerning the ability of the ap¬ 
plicant to serve the public interest. In such instances, the 
applications are designated for hearing upon issues clearly 
defined, and expressed in appropriate pleadings, as to the 
particular matters called to the attention of the Division 
which give rise to question." In all other instances the ap¬ 
plications are granted upon the assumption that the sta¬ 
tion has not departed from the methods and practices which 
have theretofore entitled it to repeated licenses and re¬ 
newals of licenses. This is the basis for the right which 
has been described by the Courts as an “expectancy of re¬ 
newal”. 0 It is not an absolute right nor is it anything in 
the nature of a property claim upon a “frequency”. It 
arises from an established administrative custom dating 
from General Order 1 of the Federal radio commission. It 
must equally benefit all in equivalent circumstances. 10 The

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statute confers no right upon the Division to terminate the 
continuous operation of a radiobroadcasting station with¬ 
out specific findings of fact justifying the deletiorj. Those 
findings must be of basic facts , u not opinions of conclu¬ 
sions. 

682 A reading of the Division’s decision of December 
17, 1935, reveals no findings of fact with regard to 
WLTH sufficient either to justify its deletion after years 
of licensed operation or to overcome the strong affirmative 
showing made at two hearings by WLTH and concerning 
which affirmative showing the Division’s decision tnakes no 
findings whatsoever. 

Listing all the things said by the Division’s decision 
against WLTH, it appears that: (as to finances) WLTH 
makes claim to greater assets than the Division finds justi¬ 
fied; 12 (as to control by the licensee) on one occasion WLTH 
gave complete charge and supervision of a Polish program 
to “an individual” who “made up the program” receiving 
time in payment, 13 on another occasion a Yiddish program 
was similarly given in complete charge to indi¬ 

vidual”, 14 that the “station, for all practical purposes, di¬ 
vested itself of responsibility for or authority over the(se) 
programs” 13 and hence had violated Section 12 of the Radio 
Act of 1927 and section 310 of the Communications Act of 
1934 ; 1C (as to program quality) forty per cent, of the pro¬ 
grams of WLTH are in foreign languages and ttyese for¬ 
eign language programs are “almost entirely of a com¬ 
mercial nature, designed for the purpose of selling

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683 merchandise by direct advertising in foreign lan¬ 
guages” 17 because 16/17ths of the station’s revenue 

comes from foreign-language programs; 18 (as to technical 

equipment) the equipment of WLTH had been observed 

to be disorderly and ove modulated. 10 

•/ 

There is nothing more, unless one must list also a certain 
amount of general “name-calling” as for example that “the 
licensee has failed to furnish a program service in the in¬ 
terest of the public”, 20 and “the licensee has clearly 
subordinated the public interest to that of its own private 
interest”. 21 

The quotations above are, for all practical purposes a 
complete statement as to the “facts” found against WLTH 
by the Division. They do not sustain the order. As to 
finances, the Division did not find and could not have found 
from the evidence a factual situation that the licensee was 
not financially able to carry on. As to control of programs, 
the Division has not found and could not have found from 
the evidence a factual situation showing that programs 
arranged by employes, brokers or “individuals” are 
broadcast without the prior revision or approval of the 
licensee. The contention with regard to the commercial 
character of the foreign language programs is an obvious 
non sequitur; if 16/17ths of the revenue is from foreign 
language programs, need 16/17ths of the foreign language 
programs be commercial? A specific observation by a 
witness that on one or even more observations the equip¬ 
ment was disorderly and overmodulated (sic) does 

684 not establish a factual situation from which lack of 
technical ability can be inferred. 

Nor can anv of these “findings” constitute a basis for 
a refusal to find or report the facts introduced in evidence 
which are favorable to WLTH. 

3. The Adverse “Findings” of the Division Are So Un¬ 
just and Unwarranted as to be Arbitrary and Capricious.

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(a) As to finances: 

The finding of the Division with regard to the financial 
ability of the licensee of WLTH recite that as of November 
30, 1934, there was cash of about $2250, real estate of 
$3020 and accounts receivable of $6000; there ar<f obliga¬ 
tions of $3,367. The Division objects to a listing of $29,332 
for machinery and fixtures in the face of an appraisal of 
about $9500 for these items. 22 The Division doe^ not re¬ 
port that the differential in the book value of machinery 
and fixtures is intended to include a number of payments 
on account of transmitters no longer used and similar contri¬ 
butions to the capital of the corporation which are reflected 
in “machinery and equipment” purely as a bookkeeping 
matter and are not intended to deceive as they were fully 
explained 23 and the $9500 appraisal value was givep in evi¬ 
dence by the applicant itself. 24 The complete elimination 
of any value for machinery and equipment would stjill leave 
the corporation in good condition with an 8/3 ratip of cur¬ 
rent assets to liabilities. The station is operating at a 
profit 25 and hence does not appear to have any need 
685 to call upon capital. Undisputed testimony of the 
station manager showed that there were contracts 
for $25,720 worth of broadcasting for the new season in 
addition to regular business. 26 Advertising accounts over 
WLTH run about 78 per cent, renewals. 27 

(b) As to control of programs by the licensee. 

The licensee of WLTH is a legal fiction denominated a 
corporation which is incapable of exercising either program 
selection or any other human function. It can only operate 
through officers and agents. The decision of the division 
states that such control as should be exercised by the licen¬ 
see is not exercised with regard to two programs; one in 
Yiddish and the other in Polish. 

The language of the Division with regard to the jYiddish 
program is, “In the case of a Jewish program which con¬ 
stituted one hour every Friday afternoon, an individual

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was given complete charge of the program. He directed 
the talent, secured some of the advertisers, and received 
half of the proceeds from the sale of the advertising time. 
Out of his proceeds he paid the talent.” 28 There is no ques¬ 
tion about what the testimonv shows. The reference is to

the Coward Shoe program broadcast on Fridays, back in 

1933. There were four advertisers during the program. 

Three of these advertisers had been secured bv the station 

* 

manager, Mr. Gellard who is also president of the licensee. 2 ' 1 
The fourth had been secured by Cantor Altman, who spoke 
Yiddish and acted as a station announcer as well as 
686 salesman. 30 Altman was to ‘ 4 service” the accounts, 
which is to say make collections and maintain rela¬ 
tionships with the advertisers. 31 He also did the announc¬ 
ing. He also hired and paid the Yiddish-speaking talent. 32 
For this he received half the gross payment, $35 each week. 33 
The manager-President retained control. 34 

As for the Polish program, the decision of the Division is 
inaccurate. While the Polish employe of WLTH referred 
to was compensated in the form of time he might resell, the 
testimony is clear that the accounts sold had to be first ap¬ 
proved by the manager-President of WLTH and he re¬ 
tained full supervision. 35 

A substantial portion of the Division’s decision with re¬ 
gard to WLTH is devoted to the castigation of WLTH be¬ 
cause of these two 1933 programs and the claim that they 
grossly violated the law. It is not possible to understand 
this when one takes into consideration the general regula¬ 
tory procedure of the Division which approves on a grand 
scale arrangements which are far worse than the ones 
claimed to have existed at WLTH in 1933. 

Approximately 200 radio broadcasting stations are affili¬ 
ated with the net works of the Columbia Broadcasting Sys¬ 
tem and the National Broadcasting Company. These chain 
companies maintain contracts with their affiliated stations

The net¬ 


work collects the compensation from advertisers aijid remits 
only a part of that compensation to the station, retaining 
the balance as its share. Where the network supplies so- 
called sustaining programs to the station, it takes! as com¬ 


pensation therefor an agreed amount of time which it in 
turn resells for commercial purposes, retaining all the 


revenue. In the case of the Columbia System, each affili¬ 
ated station is required to execute a contract with the Sys- 
li^ii g b^ tli^3 k. tation agrees for a term of years to 
broadcast any and all commercial programs which may at 
any time be given it by Columbia, without any }j>ower of 
selection or revision on the part of the station. During the 
time of such commercial programs, Columbia is entitled to 


the full and exclusive use of the station. The station gives 
up its right to broadcast anything but the Columbia pro¬ 
grams. Appropriate extracts from the uniform Columbia 
contract are reprinted in the margin. 36 In thp case of 
688 National company, the network is assigned c^ight and 
one-half hours per day of right-of-way time over the 


so Extracts from uniform Columbia contract with affiliated stations: 

“ SECOND: The Station agrees to furnish the facilities of! its station 
to Columbia for all commercial programs and undertakes to accept and 
broadcast all such commercial programs offered to it by Columbjia, at what¬ 
ever day or hour, during the time which the Station is licensed to operate. 

‘ ‘ Columbia shall be entitled to the exclusive use of the Station’s facili¬ 
ties during any hour or fraction thereof in which, pursuant to this Agree¬ 
ment, the facilities of the Station are furnished to Columbia for commer¬ 
cial programs. The Station agrees that during any such hour or fraction 
thereof in which, pursuant to this Agreement, the facilities of the Station 
are furnished to Columbia, pursuant hereto, including the time jduring sta¬ 
tion identification breaks in that hour or fraction thereof, it will not broad¬ 
cast any program or other material but that transmitted to it by Columbia, 
other than the usual form of station identification during such breaks. 

“THIRD: Columbia shall be entitled to the use of the Station’s facili¬ 
ties for its commercial programs for blank ‘hours’ (as hereinafter de¬ 
fined) in each week without making any payment therefor to fhe Station. 
For each ‘ hour ’ in excess of blank hours a week during which Columbia 
shall use the facilities of the Station for commercial program^, Columbia 
agrees to pay the Station blank dollars, etc.” 
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affiliated station. 37 While, during this right-of-way time, 
the station may refuse a program “ which would not be 
in the public interest, convenience and necessity”, the sta¬ 
tion may not refuse to broadcast other programs offered 
it by the network. A part of the funds collected by the net¬ 
work is to be paid to the station. 3 * 

With the Division continuously granting renewals of li¬ 
cense to network stations with full knowledge of 
689 these facts, its decision to delete WLTH because, in 
1933, on two programs, it did something far less than 
the network stations are doing and did it under circum¬ 
stances whereby it retained full control of the programs 
involved, is not the administration of a rule of law but is 
oppressive and discriminatory. 

(c) As to the programs broadcast 

The only criticism of the WLTH programs which can be 
found in the decision is summarized in the following quo¬ 
tation: “But the foreign language programs of WLTH 
were, for the most part, not designed to educate or to as¬ 
sist its large foreign populace to become better citizens, or 
to familiarize them with American principles or ideals, but 
were primarily advertising programs stressing the sale of 
merchandise. Hence, this large proportion of its programs 
cannot be said to serve public interest merely because they 
are given in a foreign language. ” 3!> 

37 (a) Upon 28 days’ notice, your station will broadcast network commercial

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This accusation is not based upon evidence. It is contrary 
to evidence. 

An example of the type of educational work done by 
WLTH among the foreign-born is found in its programs 
for the National League for American Citizenship. The 
evidence shows that the League is the oldest organization 
in the country engaged in education of the foreign-born. 
It is a nonpolitical institution devoting itself entirely to 
instilling a desire for citizenship among immigrants and 
assisting them in attaining that desire. It is ufider the 
sponsorship of such persons as Mrs. Vincent Astoif, former 
Governor Alfred E. Smith and former Attorney Gen- 
690 eral Wickersham. The organization takesj care of 
about 30,000 naturalization cases per year in the New 
York metropolitan area alone and in addition maintains 
branches throughout the United States. It is maintained 
by private subscriptions. The League has been Regularly 
using WLTH to broadcast programs on citizenship, how to 
attain it, etc. In addition to the broadcasts over WLTH, 
the League has now opened a branch office in Brooklyn. 
This branch office is financed by WLTH. WLTH ipays the 
League for its service. 40 

Another example of this type of broadcasting is the 
adult study program maintained under the administration 
of the Educational Department of the State of Now York. 
This program is intended for the education of those adults 
who because of financial and other inability cannot! get rou- 
tine education. The program is particularly designed and 
directed for the education of persons speaking foreign lan¬ 
guages so as to familiarize them with the English lan¬ 
guage and assist in the abolition of illiteracy. 41 

As for the extent to which the programs of WLTH are 
commercial or devoted to the ‘‘selling of merchandise”, it 
is not disputed that during the eleven month perilod from 
January 1 to November 30, 1934, 81.55 per cent of the time 
used by WMiTH was devoted to sustaining programs and 
only 18.45 per cent was used for commercial programs. 42 
Excessively commercial programs, generally speaking, are 
so-called “spot announcement” programs; yet over

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WLTH, these programs are so rare as to provide only 5 
per cent of the revenue of the station. 43 The evidence shows 
that at a time when Yiddish programs took up 20 

691 per cent, of the time of WLTH, the time of such pro¬ 
grams which was used for commercial announce¬ 
ments was between 15 and 18 minutes of an evening and a 
total of four minutes during the afternoon. 44 In the Polish 
programs there were only ten minutes of commercial an¬ 
nouncements in the total of an hour. 45 

The decision of the Division ignores the literary and 
artistic value of the foreign-language programs. Accord¬ 
ing to the testimony it appeared that the witness Nahum 
Stuchkoff had the position of literary director of Yiddish 
programs. He showed that his duties were to arrange all 
Yiddish programs, prepare written dialogue and rehearse 
the artists taking part in the programs; he has been con¬ 
nected with the Yiddish theatre, as an actor, director and 
playwright for approximately 20 years; he is the author of 
about a dozen plays, all of which have been produced on the 
Yiddish stage; he has written lyrics for approximately 20 
plays which have been produced in the United States; he 
is the author of “The First Jewish Rhyming Lexicon and 
Manual for Poets”; he is in charge of the actual produc¬ 
tion of all dramatic parts of Yiddish broadcasts and ar¬ 
ranges the entire such broadcasts; lie speaks Yiddish, He¬ 
brew, Polish, Russian, French, German and English; the 
first production in which he appeared in the United States 
was a French classic which he had translated into the Yid¬ 
dish. 40 . 

The testimony showed the musical side of the Yiddish 
programs to be under the direction of the witness Sholom 
Secunda, a graduate of the Institute of Musical Arc, 

692 who studied music under Ernest Bloch and conduct¬ 
ing under Walter Damrosch; he has written musical 

plays, symphonic works and chamber music; he is Secre¬ 
tary of the Society of Jewish Composers, Publishers and 
Song Writers. Prior to his connection with WLTH he 
broadcast over WABC, WMCA and WLIT; he has com-

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posed about 50 operettas and musical shows; he jspecially 
prepares classical operettas for radio-broadcasting pur¬ 
poses; he also translates popular Italian operas fnto Yid¬ 
dish and directs their rendition over WLTH; all guditions 
for Yiddish programs are conducted by him as arb rehear¬ 
sals of talent prior to the broadcasts. The statiod uses an 
eleven-piece orchestra in connection with its Yiddish pro¬ 
grams. 47 

Station WLTH does not use phonograph records. 4 * 

If, as is said by the Division, 40 per cent, of the programs 
of WLTH are in foreign languages and produce; 16/17ths 
of the revenue, it must follow that the 60 per cent in Eng¬ 
lish, producing l/17th of the revenue are singularly free 
from commercial content; free to a degree worthy of some 
comment. No comment is made however in the division’s 
decision, on such programs as the regular course of lec¬ 
tures on the history and appreciation of music under the 
supervision of an instructor of Columbia Univer$itv, 40 nor 
on the programs of the Community Council of Greater New 
York, an educational institution intended to coordinate 
practically all the civic organizations in Greater New 
York; 50 nor on the programs of the Medical Society 
693 of the County of Kings, 51 Good Will Industries, 5 - 
the Brooklyn Committee for Better Housing, the 
Brooklyn Catholic Big Sisters, the American Bed (d'oss, the 
American Legion, fire prevention organizations, Safety or¬ 
ganizations, Veterans of Foreign Wars, YMCAJ Infants 
Home of Brooklyn, Brooklyn Home for the Blind, ^Brooklyn 
Federation of Jewish Charities, 53 the Foreigq Affairs 
Forum, 54 the Brooklyn Church Radio Committee represent¬ 
ing 400 cooperating Protestant congregations ih Brook¬

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sion Federation, Gospel on the Air, Scandinavian Religous 
Program, Ocean View Day Nursery, etc. 56 

(d) As to technical ability 

The decision of the Division contends that one expert had 
testified that he found the equipment of WLTH in disor¬ 
derly condition and considerably overmodulated (sir) and 
that another found the signal from the station to be over- 
modulated whenever he listened. 57 

The observations referred to were made at intervals be¬ 
tween July 18 and August 25, 1933. 58 They onlv took four 
or five davs and these were devoted to four stations/’ 9 
One witness stated he found the alleged condition of 
694 overmodulation bv watching a field intensitv meter 60 
and the other claimed to have discovered it by listen¬ 
ing on a head-set. 61 

It is submitted that the Division, by reason of its admin¬ 
istration of the licensing of radio broadcasting stations 
should be in a position to know “judicially” that no finding 
that the signals of a radiotelephone station arc being over- 
modulated can be based upon spot listening observations 
on a headset or spot visual observations upon any meter in 
the circuit of field-intensity-measuring equipment. An in¬ 
quiry of the Commission’s Engineering department will 
confirm this. 

While the decision of the Division makes no finding upon 
the testimonv of the two men who are alleged to have found 
overmodulation, it does refer to that testimony. But it 
does not refer to the testimony in contradiction. Edgar H. 
Felix, a qualified and trained engineer testified at length 
for WLTH on both hearings and demonstrated that over¬ 
modulation can not be determined either by watching a 
meter in a field-intensity-measuring set or by listening on 
a headset. 62 . Moreover, it was shown by the WLTH engi¬ 
neer that the transmitter is so designed that should over- 
modulation actually take place, the transmitter would be

This is necessary because unusual pr unex¬ 
pected noises in a studio or near a microphone mi«*ht cause 
such a condition.

Aside from the reference to the testimony concerning 
the alleged overmodulation, the decision makes ho refer¬ 
ence to the quality of the WLTH equipment although 

695 many pages of the record are devoted to a detailed 

description of it. 64 | 

(e) As to staff and talent 

The decision of the division makes no reference to staff 
and talent at WLTH other than to remark that thO General 
Manager has been with the station since 1926. 65 i No ref¬ 
erence is made to the fact that the operating staff consists 
of three in the technical department, two in the commercial 
department and seven in the program department in addi¬ 
tion to a number of announcers working part timp on for¬ 
eign language programs. 66 No reference is made to the 
expenditures for talent, the amounts of such expenditures, 
the number of professional artists used, etc, 67 

(f) As to the manner in which the findings concerning 

WLTH were prepared 

It is the contention of WLTH that the arbitrary! and un¬ 
warranted character of the findings of the Division!with re¬ 
gard to the station is capable of a simple mechanical dem¬ 
onstration. 

There are two Examiner’s reports. Mr. Walter’s re¬ 
port of February 23, 1934, relates to the hearing when the 
“facilities” of WLTH were sought by WARD and WVFW 
(applications since withdrawn). This report is ver^ meagre 
as to favorable comment on WLTH. It contaihs some 
minor (and, it is contended, unjustified) criticism of WLTH. 
Mr. Hill’s report of April 12, 1935, showing )ater de- 

696 velopments at WLTH after harmony had been re¬ 
stored and when no existing station had any applica¬ 
tion pending “for the facilities of” WLTH is alrpost en¬ 
tirely favorable to WLTH on the facts.

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If one will now clip from the two reports all that is said 
concerning WLTH bv either examiner and run them to¬ 
gether into one narrative, he will have the raw material for 
a decision. If, thereafter, he will strike out every one of 
the favorable things found by Mr. Hill and add a detailed 
elaboration of everything unfavorable alleged by Mr. 
Walker: there is the decision of the Division! 

4. The Division Illegally Ignored All Testimony as to the 
Plans of WLTH for the Future. 

In passing upon applications for licenses and renewal of 
licenses, the Division is authorized only to make its deci¬ 
sions upon the basis of what the reasonably anticipated 
future conduct of the applicant will be. A license is to be 
granted or denied upon the standard whether or not the 
applicant will serve the public interest in the future. 68 Ac¬ 
tivities in the past are to be considered only in so far as 
they are evidence of what may be expected to take place in 
the future. 66 

As a matter of law, it is submitted, the Division is not au¬ 
thorized to ignore all testimony as to future plans. Even 
less is the Division authorized to state that such future 
plans are immaterial to the consideration of the case. It so 
stated in the present decision. 70 
697 It is conceded that WLTH has been handicapped 
by its lack of adequate operating time. Certain op¬ 
erating practices must be ascribable to the fact that it has 
only one-quarter time. It gave in evidence a matured plan 
for consolidation with WARD and WVFW to produce a 
three-quarters time station to serve the Brooklyn area, ade¬ 
quately financed, well managed, using entirely new equip¬ 
ment at a new site, the entire enterprise under severe safe¬ 
guards. Real and substantial testimony concerning all this 
takes up a considerable portion of the record of hearing be¬ 
fore Examiner Hill. 

The Division was without authority to rule out this 
showing.

As has been indicated above, WLTH was never called for 
hearing before the Division on the question of its deletion. 
Perhaps a fuller explanation of this should now be given. 
The application for renewal of license which has been de¬ 
nied by the Division was set for hearing and a definitive 
notice of issues was served upon WLTH under dati of June 
9, 1934. The first issue set up is the general catch-hll which 
appears in all hearing-notices of the Division, nqmely, to 
determine whether or not the granting of the application 
would serve the public interest.

Upon the pleadings and issues, the only material issue be¬ 
comes the 44 pendency of the application” of the Eagle com¬ 
pany. This requires the Division, in law, to make ajcompar- 
ative study of the proposal of the Eagle company ydth that 
of WLTH throughout. As was indicated above, t|ie Divi¬ 
sion refused to do this. By merely eliminating WLTH in 
the early part of the decision, the Division put itself into 
the position where it could grant the Eagle compaiiv appli¬ 
cation on the most general findings. The Eagle qompany 
was made a residuary legatee by fiat. 

This convenient method of avoiding an investigation into 
the comparative claim of the Eagle company to the 4 4 facil¬ 
ities of” WLTH is improper. A comparison means a real 
study of the Eagle-company proposal which the division 
did not make.

Had it done so it would have noticed and would have been 
compelled to find: ; 

There is an outstanding contract between the Eagle com¬ 
pany and the Brooklyn Daily Eagle, a newspaper,! by the 
terms of which the newspaper agrees to give the program 
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listing of the radiobroadcasting station priority over the 
program listings of any other station and in return the 
Eagle company agrees to give the newspaper similar prior¬ 
ity of publicity. 71 

By the same contract it is provided that the newspaper 
will require its officers, agents and employes to work in 
cooperation with the radiobroadcasting station in securing 
and making contracts; there is an arrangement for 
699 interchanging full and complete information concern¬ 
ing advertising, advertisers and prospective adver¬ 
tisers, their credit and financial status; it is also provided 
that the newspaper will use its influence and full coopera¬ 
tion in securing contracts of advertising for the radio¬ 
broadcasting station. 7 - 

The program features of the radiobroadcasting station 
will be predominately features taken from the newspaper. 73 

The radiobroadcasting station would be used to advertise 
the newspaper, to solicit advertising for the newspaper and 
to promote the newspaper generally. 74 

The newspaper has heretofore had an arrangement with 
WLTH by the terms of which the newspaper was entitled 
to four hours per week of time over the station. Insofar as 
this time was used by the newspaper, it was used only to 
promote the interests of those who purchased advertising 
in the newspaper as a commercial by-product of the news¬ 
paper advertising. Beyond this, the newspaper made no 
use of its allotted time. 75 

The newspaper has refused to publish information con¬ 
cerning programs over existing radiobroadcasting stations 
by local civic, charitable and religious groups. 70 

The Eagle company has selected as its president, gen¬ 
eral manager and chief financial backer a man who testified 
that he knows nothing at all about the radio business. 77 

It is submitted that the decision of the Division conforms 
neither to the law nor the facts; as it now stands, it is

United States Broadcasting Corporation petitions for a 
rehearing of the matters producing the order of the Broad¬ 
cast division dated October 1, 1935, and the decision of the 
Division dated December 17, 1935, insofar as such order 
and decision required the deletion of petitioner^ radio¬ 
broadcasting station WARD. This relief is requested be¬ 
cause (as more fully appears below): the order abd deci¬ 
sion are unjust and unwarranted; they overlook and fail to 
consider material questions of law and matters lof fact 
which, if considered, would have changed the order and de¬ 
cision; the findings of fact upon which the order is 
705 purportedly based are so arbitrarily and capriciously 
made that the order cannot withstand an appeal pur¬ 
suant to §402 of the Communications Act of 1934, ^nd the 
order of the Division is so oppressive as to invoke the gen¬ 
eral supervisory powers of the Commission. 

1. Preliminary Statement . ' 

WARD represents a radiobroadcasting facility formerly 
designated by the call-sign WCGU. The corporation which 
held the license for WCGU was controlled by stockholders 
named Unger. 1 The present licensee corporation is con¬ 
trolled by stockholders headed by Rabbi Aaron Kronen-

The effect of the application of the Eagle company is 
fully discussed in a motion heretofore filed on January 17, 
1936, by Voice of Brooklyn, Inc., and reference is made to 
that motion in this regard. 

On the record, the Division might have considered itself 
authorized to act upon the application of WBBC in a pro¬ 
ceeding where WBBC might have assumed the burden of 
proving a superior right upon a comparative basis with 
WARD.

3. The Adverse Findings of the Division Upon Which it 
Bases the Deletion of (Refusal of Renewal of License 
to) WARD are so Unjust and Unwarranted as to he 
Arbitrary and Capricious. 

In the course of a vear’s work the Broadcast division

receives in excess of 1200 applications for renewal of li¬ 
cense for radiobroadcasting stations. It is an established 
administrative custom that these are granted as a matter of 
course whenever they are proper in form. The occasional 
exceptions to this rule are in instances where specific facts 
come to the attention of the Division to raise a doubt 
709 concerning the ability of the applicant to serve the 
public interest. In such instances, the applications 
are designed for hearing upon issues clearly defined and ex¬ 
pressed in appropriate pleadings as to the particular mat¬ 
ters called to the attention of the Division which gave rise 
to question. 7 In all other instances the applications are 
granted upon the assumption that the station has not de-

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parted from the methods and practices which have thereto¬ 
fore entitled it to repeated licenses and renewals ofj licenses. 
This is the basis for the right which has been described by 
the Courts as an “expectancy of renewal”. 8 It is not an 
absolute right nor is it anything in the nature of a property 
claim upon a “frequency”. It arises from an established 
administrative custom dating from General Order! 1 of the 
Federal radio commission. It must equally benefit all in 
equivalent circumstances. 0 The statute confers fio right 
upon the Division to terminate the continuous operation of 
a radiobroadcasting station without specific findings of fact 
justifying the deletion. Those findings must be of basic 
facts , not opinions or conclusions. 10 
710 A reading of the Division’s decision of December 
17,1935, reveals that the findings of fact with regard 
to WARD, as distinguished from opinions and frpm recit¬ 
als from the testimony, are not sufficient either to justify 
the deletion of the station after years of licensed operation 
or to overcome the strong affirmative showing made at two 
hearings by WARD and concerning which affirmative show¬ 
ing the Division makes no findings. 

Those facts which are found are not sustained by the evi- 
dence, but are actually contrary to it. Listingi all the 
things said by the Division’s decision against WARD it 
appears that: (as to finances) WARD claims moije assets 
than the Division regards as proper in that its; balance 
sheet shows total assets of $34,203.61, while an appraisal of 
the property shows a value as “going concern” of $12,- 
376.39, and “a discrepancy appears as to the amounts paid 
some of the creditors of the station’s former owners in

It is a mere bookkeeping asset. No effort was made to con¬ 
ceal the facts, and the appraisal value was given in Evidence 
by the applicant itself.

to discharge these obligations, and it was not contended 
the applicant that these payments are representative of 
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WBBC, received $500 on a $651.14 claim, and he testified 
that the $500 he received was his net of payments made to 
him through his attorney. 27 These two items, out of a total 
payment of claims against the prior management in excess 
of $24,000, constitute neither discrepancies nor anything 
casting discredit upon the financial ability of the stock¬ 
holders. The actual financial ability of the licensee of

WARD is adequately demonstrated in the record. In ex¬ 
cess of $12,000 in fixed assets is conceded; in addition, as 
pointed out above, more than $24,000 has been paid to the 
creditors of the prior management.

‘‘under the direction of Lewis Capolla, who personally, or 
through direction, secures the necessary talent, prepares 
the continuity, sells the time to advertisers, produces and 
announces the programs. For such services Mr. Capolla 
retains 40% of the total amount realized from the broad¬ 
casts, and out of his share compensates the talent and 
others assisting in the program.’’ 31 

The Division incorrectly reported this. It omits the de¬ 
ciding factor. The record shows that Capolla is an em¬ 
ployee of the licensee corporation who, because of his fa¬ 
miliarity with the Italian language, is given the duty of 
handling certain Italian programs. The accounts and pro-

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grams are approved by Capolla’s superiors in the corpora¬ 
tion and definitely subject to Rabbi Kronenberg’s ap¬ 
proval ; 32 at all times the Italian features are undjer the su¬ 
pervision and control of the station management. 3 : 3 

It is not possible to understand the Division’s;reference 
to the Capolla programs when one takes into consideration 
the general procedure of the Division which approves ar¬ 
rangements on a grand scale which are worse than that 
claimed to have existed at WARD. 

Approximately two hundred radiobroadcasting stations 
are affiliated with the networks, the Columbia Broadcasting 
System and the National Broadcasting Company. These 
chain companies maintain contracts with their affiliated sta¬ 
tions. 

To apply the language quoted above from the Division’s 
decision with regard to WARD, the network pro- 

715 grams 4 ‘are under the supervision of thej network, 
which secures the necessary talent, prepare^ the con¬ 
tinuity, sells the time to advertisers, produces! and an¬ 
nounces the programs. For such services the network re¬ 
tains more than 40 per cent of the total amount realized 
from broadcasts and out of its share compensates the talent 
and others assisting in the programs.” 

In the case of the Columbia System, each affiliated sta¬ 
tion is required to execute a contract with thej System 
whereby the station agrees for a term of years to broad¬ 
cast any and all commercial programs which may at any 
time be given it by Columbia, without any power!of selec¬ 
tion or revision on the part of the station. Dqring the 
time of such commercial programs, Columbia is! entitled 
to the full and exclusive use of the station and thie station 
contracts away to Columbia its rights to broadcast Anything 
else but the Columbia programs. Appropriate extracts from 
the uniform Columbia contract are reprinted in the 

716 margin. 34 In the case of the National company, the

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network is assigned eight and one-half hours per day of 
right-of-way time over the affiliated station.- 0 '-'' While, dur¬ 
ing this right-of-way time, the station may refuse a pro¬ 
gram “ which would not be in the public interest, conveni¬ 
ence and necessitv ’the station mav not refuse to broad- 
cast other programs offered it by the network. A part of 
the funds collected by the network is to be paid to the sta¬ 
tion. 

With the Division continuously granting renewals of li¬ 
cense to network stations with full knowledge of these facts, 
its decision to delete WARD because of something far less 
than the network stations are doing and did it under cir¬ 
cumstances whereby it retained full control of the pro¬ 
grams involved, is not the administration of a rule of law 
but is oppressive and discriminatory. 

(c) As to the programs broadcast: 

The Division criticizes the programs of WARD, first, up¬ 
on the allegation that Rabbi Kronenberg ‘‘made commer¬ 
cial announcements advertising his own rabbinical ser¬ 
vices, 7 ’ with particular references to Reubens Matri- 


“ Columbia shall be entitled to the exclusive use of the Station’s facili¬ 
ties during any hour or fraction thereof in which, pursuant to this Agree¬ 
ment, the facilities of the Station are furnished to Columbia for com¬ 
mercial programs. The Station agrees that during any such hour or frac¬ 
tion thereof in which, pursuant to this Agreement, the facilities of the

ing of which would not be in the public interest, convenience and necessity.

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717 monial Bureau, 30 and second, with regard to chari¬ 
table programs, “practically all of these programs 

pay the station commissions intended to cover the operating 
cost of the time used”. 37 

These accusations are not justified by the record. Reu¬ 
bens Matrimonial Bureau announcement has j not been 
broadcast over WARD since prior to the action of the Fed¬ 
eral radio commission in March of 1933, granting the sta¬ 
tion a renewal of license after full disclosure ofi operating 
methods. 38 Reubens Matrimonial Bureau announcements, 
referred to in the decision, are described as hiving been 
discontinued in the reports of the Examiner who heard the 
testimony. 30 

It is true that Rabbi Kronenberg has in the pas^; made an¬ 
nouncements of his name and address in connection with 
his availability to perform marriages, give opinions on 
religious questions and other such matters, but bven these 
were discontinued when criticism was made of Ithem, and 
no announcement of any character with regard to Rabbi 
Kronenberg’s rabbinical qualifications lias been made over 
WARD in the past seventeen months. 40 

With regard to the so-called “commissions V for the 
broadcasting of charitable programs, testimony $hows that 
the St. Cecilia Mission Settlement, referred to in the deci¬ 
sion of the Commission, is a religious society conducting ex¬ 
tensive settlement work in Brooklyn and New Yolk. Testi¬ 
mony was given on its behalf by Brother David! Gannon 41 
of the Franciscan Friars of the Atonement and by 

718 Father Francis, the Father General and flounder of 
the Order. 42 The testimony is clear and conclusive 

that the Order has made extensive use of WARD for two 

years and that this has enabled the settlement to carry on 

its work. 43 The testimony is undisputed and explicit that 

no charge or payment whatsoever was made by or to

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WARD. 44 With regard to the Pride of Judea, also men¬ 
tioned in the decision, WARD makes available a one-and- 
one-half hour program every Friday for this institution, 
and this program has made it possible for the institution to 
continue. The institution takes care of three hundred chil¬ 
dren, wholly dependent upon it for support. 4 '' The $85 per 
week expended by Pride of Judea in connection with its 
broadcast is used entirely for the payment of professional 
talent and an orchestra used in the course of the long pro¬ 
gram, and is definitely not a “commission”. 40 A similar 
situation was shown to prevail with regard to the Jewish 
Sanitorium for Incurables. 47 

The decision of the Commission makes certain very brief 
references to some of the public service programs broad¬ 
cast over WARD. 48 Reference is made in passing and is 
devoid of detail, and there is no comment made in the Di¬ 
vision’s decision on such programs as the services of Ja¬ 
maica Tabernacle, the Baptist Temple of Brooklyn, under 
the sponsorship of the Moderator of the Long Island asso¬ 
ciation of eighty Baptist churches, 49 the Federation 
719 of Churches, the Catholic Guild, the Rescue Mission, 
the Home for the Aged, the Holy Name Society, 30 the 
New York Department of Health, Brooklyn College, 31 State 
Department of Education, New York City Department of 
Adult Education, 3 - Community Council of Greater New 
York, an educational institution engaged in the coordina¬ 
tion of the various civic and educational bodies of the city 
for the broadcasting of educational programs, 33 the project 
of the New York State Educational Department which gives 
daily programs over WARD intended to reach the foreign 
born and assist in the combatting of illiteracy, 32 regular 
programs conducted by a professor of the College of Music

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of Columbia University on the history and appreciation of 
music. 54 

While it stated that the management of WARD is inter¬ 
ested in the financial return from its programs, ihe Divi¬ 
sion did not make reference to the fact that during the first 
eleven months of 1934, 75 per cent, of the station’s pro¬ 
grams were free sustaining features and only 25 |per cent. 
commercial, 55 and that out of a total of 1033 hours of pro¬ 
grams, 106 hours were religious, 160 educational* 66 civic 
and 110 charitable; of 353M> hours in Yiddish, 322 were 
taken up with music, of 58 hours in Italian 53 were music, 
of 17 hours in Polish, 15% were music. 56 

No reference is made to the staff of 18 persons at the 
station, 57 nor was reference made to the fact that 
720 $1000 per month has been expended for the pay¬ 

ment of talent. 58 The Division did not find as the 
evidence shows that over sixty professional artists were 
employed in the presentation of eleven hours of programs 
each week. 59 

(d) As to technical ability: 

i 

Concerning the equipment of WARD the Divisioii recites 
that the station’s transmitter is “for the most part sur¬ 
rounded by a junk lot where live counterpoise wires form 
a hazard to persons entering the premises”. 60 This is not 
correct. When the present management acquired control 
of WARD there were exposed counterpoise wires,| but the 
testimony is clear that these were forthwith removed and 
a buried ground system consisting of brass strips was in¬ 
stalled, and an appropriate antenna system built. 61 The Di¬ 
vision should have made absolutely no criticism of the an¬ 
tenna and transmitter installation of WARD in view of 
the fact that, as it admits, WARD has had pending for 
three and one-half years an application for relocation of

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its transmitter, 02 the installation of a new antenna and the 
improvement of its equipment. This application has never 
been granted because of the pendency of the various “ ap¬ 
plications for the facilities of” WARD, although WARD 
has made several showings concerning its proposal. By 
such testimony it was shown that WARD has been seek- 
ing during all this time to remove the station to a 
721 site which is technically advantageous and from 
which an improved service would be given through¬ 
out most of the four principal burroughs of New York 
City, to suburban Long Island, southeastern Westchester, 
southwestern Connecticut and areas in Essex County, New 
Jersey. 03 An engineer enqfioyed by the Communications 
commission testified concerning this application that the 
equpiment proposed would comply with all of the Commis¬ 
sion’s Rules and Regulations and would permit of satis¬ 
factory operation on the assignment specified. 04 A two- 
hundred-foot vertical antenna was to be used at the new lo¬ 
cation. 05 

The Commission also states that on one occasion the 
transmitter of WARD broke down and was silent for “a 
considerable period of time. This was due to defective 
equipment”. 00 

The facts are that a rectifier circuit blew out on Sep¬ 
tember 26, 1934, that this resulted in the suspension of 
broadcasting, that the operator was able to immediately 
repair the circuit and that the total time off the air was 
approximately twenty minutes. The operator in charge of 
the transmitter house at the time was discharged. 07 The 
Division should not have criticized WARD for this twenty- 
minute suspension of service. Such things are extremely 
common. Temporary and isolated suspensions of service 
appear in the history of every broadcasting station. No 
point should have been made by the Division of this 
perfectly normal incident and in particular the Division 
was not justified by any evidence in stating that the

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722 breakdown was due to defective equipment This 
is particularly true in view of testimony that WARD 

keeps on hand a sufficient quantity of spare parts to care 
for any breakdown. 88 The Commission also states that an 
engineer testified that he had examined WARD and found 
the equipment to be in a sort of flux with work being done 
upon it in the crudest manner. 00 This refers to a hurried 
and brief visit made while the station was being Repaired 
and improved under the direction of the new stockholders 
after they had acquired control of a station admittedly 
having unsatisfactory equipment. 70 The testimony shows 
that the construction work referred to was during the proc¬ 
ess of the improvements and that after the inspection re¬ 
ferred to that work has gone forward and there have been 
installed a new power supply, a new power amplifier, new 
studio input equipment and a new frequency monitor. 71 

The Division also states that a witness who made obser¬ 
vations of WARD “testified that its operation at times 
showed improper modulation”. 72 These observations 
were made in the early days and were doubtless du4 to lack 
of acoustical properties in the old studios. 73 After the new 
management of the station got the situation in hdnd new 
studios and acoustical equipment were installed an<l actual 
photographs by the oscillograph method were madp to re¬ 
veal the shapes of the waves being produced and! it was 
scientifically demonstrated that WARD was! broad- 

723 casting with a high degree of efficiency and maintain¬ 
ing 100 per cent, modulation of its signal, f New 

studios have inductor microphones of the latest type and 
in the technique are under the supervision of a qualified 
technician of thirteen years experience. 75

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(e) As to the personality of Rabbi Kronenberg: 

The Division recites at great length certain standards to 
which it believes Rabbi Kronenberg should have adhered 
during his religious broadcasts and goes on to state that 
broadcast programs religious in character but actually com¬ 
mercialized are offensive. 70 In the absence of any particu¬ 
lar data as to any such disguised broadcasts, it is not pos¬ 
sible to ascertain just what was in mind. Assuming that 
the announcements for Reubens Matrimonial Bureau come 
under the objectionable classification, that matter has never¬ 
theless been disposed of. As for announcements that 
Rabbi Kronenberg was in an authorized position to give the 
opinions and to render the services incident to his rabbini¬ 
cal status, even if it be assumed that such announcements 
are in bad taste, it must be also admitted that they were not 
directly improper and in any event they were shown to have 
been discontinued. 77 There is also an extensive report in 
the decision concerning an incident taking place between 
Rabbi Kronenberg and Walter J. Howell, an inspector of 
the Communications Commission, on May 3, 1935. The in¬ 
cident is described in the decision by summarizing testi- 
monv and the Commission makes absolutelv no find- 
724 ing concerning the matter. 78 If Rabbi Kronenberg 
was guilty of bribery or attempted bribery the Divi¬ 
sion should have so found and instituted the proper pro¬ 
ceeding. If he was, as he contended, entirely innocent in 
the matter, the Commission should either have so found 
or made no reference to the incident at all. The descrip¬ 
tion of the matter in the decision is certainly no finding of 
fact in support of the action of the Division. 

(f) As to general business methods: 

A statement is made in the decision that on the occasion 
of the twenty-minute suspension of broadcast service re¬ 
ferred to above, the sponsor was nevertheless charged for 
the broadcast as though the suspension had not taken 
place. 71 * The record reveals that the owner of the company 
sponsoring the program testified. A reading of his testi-

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mony does not indicate any knowledge on his part concern¬ 
ing either payment or broadcasting, but is devbted pri¬ 
marily to a discussion of the receipt by the sponsor of 
anonymous letters to the effect that he had not received all 
of the service for which he had paid. 80 

There is also some criticism of the operation of what is 
called the 4 ‘Little Artist Radio School’’ alleged to be popu¬ 
larized over the WARD facilities and it appears , that the 
method of compensating the station for the announcements 
is such that, in principle, some connection might be estab¬ 
lished between the school and WARD, 81 although as a mat¬ 
ter of actual fact and operation the school program 
725 is a commercial program paid for by the operators 
of the school and the station has no connection with 
the school. 82 However, it must be conceded that atmounce- 
ments of this character are apt to be embarrassing and it is 
proper for WARD to discontinue the affiliation With the 
school. 

Such isolated matters of business affiliation and conduct 
as are represented by the two features relied on by the Di¬ 
vision under the present caption do not essentialfy affect 
the matter of the public service to the broadcasting station, 
nor are they of sufficient significance to support 4ny find¬ 
ing that might have been made concerning the general 
method of operation of WARD. 


4. The Division Illegally Ignored all Testimony a 1 s to the 
Plans of WARD for the Future. 

In passing upon applications for licenses and renewal of 
licenses, the Division is authorized only to make Jts deci¬ 
sions upon the basis of what the reasonably anticipated fu¬ 
ture conduct of the applicant will be. A license |is to be 
granted or denied upon the standard whether or not the ap¬ 
plicant will serve the public interest in the future. 83 Activi¬ 
ties in the past are to be considered only insofar as they 
are evidence of what may be expected to take plaqe in the 
future. 84

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As a matter of law, it is submitted, the Division is not au¬ 
thorized to ignore all testimony as to future plans. Even 
less is the Division authorized to state that such fu- 

726 ture plans are immaterial to the consideration of the 
case. It so stated in the present decision. 85 

It is conceded that WARD has been handicapped by its 
lack of adequate operating time . Certain operating prac¬ 
tices must be ascribable to the fact that it has only one- 
quarter time. It gave in evidence a matured plan for con¬ 
solidation with WLTH and WVFW to produce a three- 
quarters time station to serve the Brooklyn area, ade¬ 
quately financed, well managed, using entirely new equip¬ 
ment at a new site, the entire enterprise under severe safe¬ 
guards. Real and substantial testimony concerning all this 
takes up a considerable portion of the record of hearing be¬ 
fore Examiner Hill. 

The Division was without authority to rule out this show¬ 
ing. 

5. The Deletion of WARD for the Benefit of WBBC was 

Unwarranted. 

As has been indicated above WARD has never been 
called for hearing before the Division on the question of 
its deletion. Perhaps a full explanation of this should be 
given. The application for renewal of license which has 
been denied by the Division was set for hearing and a defi¬ 
nitive notice of issues was served upon WARD under date 
of June 9 , 1934. The first issue set up is the general catch- 
nil used in all hearing notices of the division, namely, 4 ‘to 
determine whether the granting of the application would 
serve public interest.’’ The second and third issues relate 
to the question of time division between the four stations 
on 1400 kc. The fourth and fifth issues relate to ap- 

727 plications “for the facilities of” WARD, listing some 
six of them, of which the only material ones are 

those of WBBC and the Brooklyn Daily Eagle Broadcast¬ 
ing Co., Inc., the others having been either withdrawn, aban¬ 
doned or denied. 

Upon the pleadings and issues the only material question 
becomes the pendency of the applications of WBBC and 
the Eagle Company. The application of the Eagle Com-

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pany is discussed in a prior motion filed on behalf of 
WLTH to which reference is now made and it will not be 
here discussed. The Division in law was required to make 
a comparative study of the operating proposals of WBBC 
and WARD throughout. As has already been suggested, 
the Division refused to do this. By merely eliminating 
WARD in the earlier part of its decision, the 1 Division 
placed itself in the position where it could grant tfie WBBC 
application without adequate findings to show that WBBC 
was superior to WARD. 

A comparison would mean a real study of the WBBC pro¬ 
posal which the Division did not make. Had it done so it 
would have noticed and would have been compelled to find 
with regard to WBBC: j 

The finances claimed by WBBC show equipment valued 
at $27,081.66, although the equipment used is substantially 
the same as that used at WARD. 86 Of a total webkly pay¬ 
roll of $300 at WBBC, the salary of the official ih charge 
represents $125, which is very often not availably because 
of insufficient cash on hand. 87 In order to make a financial

showing at the hearing, money was borrowed on; security 
of personal endorsement at a bank and deposited a 
728 few days before the date scheduled for pearing. 88 

Peter J. Testan, the backer of the station, asserted 
that his net worth consisted of a home valued at| $30,000, 
and of several automobiles, jewelry and furniture valued 
at $3500. The home valuation was placed by the witness 
himself and the automobiles consisted of one 1925 Loco¬ 
mobile. 89 i 

An examiner has reported: 

4 ‘During the period June, 1932 to June, 1933, the aver¬ 
age monthly bank balance of the Brooklyn Broadcasting 
Corporation in the Manufacturers Trust Company varied 
from $74.00 to $262.00 and during the period June 15, 1932 
to June 23,1933, there were sixty-eight checks dravfn by the 
Brooklyn Broadcasting Corporation on the Manufacturers 
Trust Company, payment of which was refused. Nineteen 
of these checks, ranging in amount from $15 to $22^.75 were

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returned because of insufficient funds; one check of $10.00 
was returned because of the date, and the remaining items, 
ranging in amount from $5.00 to $63.17, were returned be¬ 
cause drawn against uncollected deposits. In each instance 
where a check was returned, a bank service charge was in¬ 
curred bv the maker.” 90 
* 

The Division itself finds that 35 per cent, of the programs 
of WBBC are devoted to commercial broadcasts. It does 
not, however, report that in the past the percentage has 
been as high as 50, 91 nor that one Examiner’s analysis of 
the evidence shows that “more than 22 per cent, of the 
total broadcasting time of the station is devoted to 
729 foreign language programs, particularly of a com¬ 
mercial nature. ’ ’ 92 In mentioning the sustaining pro¬ 
grams, no mention is made of the fact that only about 5 per 
cent, of the total time of WBBC consists of sustaining pro¬ 
grams actually produced by the station. 93 

The transmitter of WBBC when examined bv its own ex- 
pert was found to be deficient with respect to its operation, 
and it was subsequently improved. 94 The transmitters of 
both WBBC and WARD are of the same design and manu¬ 
facture and were both installed at about the same time. 95 

While WBBC spends about $800 per month on talent, 75 
per cent, of this is charged to advertisers on commercial 
programs. 90 In this connection it is significant that one 
day’s program log of WBBC introduced in evidence and se¬ 
lected by Peter Testan as representing one of the best daily 
presentations, included only three paid artists receiving a 
total of $15 for their services. 97 

While WBBC has published what is known as a rate-card 
the station does not generally adhere to this, it being the 
practice to get whatever can be obtained for the sale of 
time. The salesmen enjoy much latitude in arranging con¬ 
tracts and in molding rates and receive as commission an

We have made our regular audit of your books for the 
month of December and as your accounting vea ! r ends on 
December 31st, we have made the necessary adjusting en¬ 
tries to close your books on that date.

All accounts as contained in these exhibits arb in agree¬ 
ment with your books and as such represent book values 
only as no effort has been made to verify any accounts from 
an independent source, but in our opinion they appear cor¬ 
rect. 

Cash in Banks has been reconciled with bank statements 
and found correct. 

Contracts Receivable: In analyzing the Contracts Re¬ 
ceivable Ledger, we find that the actual earned portion is 
$3,133.67, of which $327.25 is past due and dbubtful al-

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though we have already written off all accounts definitely 
known to be bad. However, we have provided a Reserve 
for Bad Debts amounting to $313.37 or 10% of the outstand¬ 
ing accounts. 

Fixed Assets have been depreciated at the rate of 10% 
on Radio and Studio Equipment, 20% on Moving and In¬ 
stallation, and 33-1/3% on Automobiles, the Auto account 
being now fully depreciated. 

Deferred Assets, Legal, amounting to $8,000.00, as pre¬ 
viously commented upon, are expenses incurred in re liti¬ 
gation pending before the Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission, said expenses being capitalized so that they may 
be equitably written off over a period of time. We are 
charging to this account the expenses pertaining to such 
litigation as and when payments are made or whenever 
bills are submitted to us and vouched by you as to their 
authenticity. We have, however, included as part of your 
Overhead the sum of $2,837.65 as Legal and Accounting Ex¬ 
penses for the year. 

Other Assets are self-explanatory. Your Total Assets 
are $58,930.38 against Liabilities of $9,745.93, plus Reserves 
for Taxes and Bad Debts totaling $418.37, showing the book 
value of your Capital Stock on December 31, 1936, to be 
$28,766.08. On December 10, 1936, 57 additional shares of 
Stock were issued at par, thus increasing your Stock Issued, 
and Outstanding to $29,100.00. The Surplus account now 
on the books amounts to $2,126.05, or a Total Capital of 
$31,226.05, which has been depleted by the sum of $2,459.97, 
representing the Net Loss for the current year, as per Ex¬ 
hibit “B” attached.

lutely unforeseen and therefore unprovided for.! Under 
normal conditions your Net Loss for the twelve months 
after Depreciation and Bad Debts would have beeh $786.83 
instead of the $2,459.97 reported herein and referred to un¬ 
der the caption, “Capital”, appearing in Exhibit |“A”.

Field Strength Measurements Made at the Requests of 
Mr. Peter J. Testan of the Brooklyn Broadcasting Cor¬ 
poration, Atlantic Avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

Object of Field Strength Measurements 

This survey of the field strengths of Stations WBBC, 
WLTH, WARD and WVFW was made for the purpose of 
ascertaining the relative field strengths of these four sta¬ 
tions which jointly operate on 1400 kcs. for the coverage of 
the Borough of Brooklyn. 

Methods of Making Tests 

In making these tests the following equipment was used: 
A loop whose effective hight had first been calculated and 
checked in a radio field of known strength at various fre¬ 
quencies was mounted on a Dodge truck. This loop was 
mounted so that it could be swung from inside the truck. 
This loop was carefully balanced to ground and carefully 
coupled by mutal inductance only to the input of a sensi¬ 
tive radio receiver which resonated on the frequency to 
be measured—namely 1400 kcs. 

This receiver was of the conventional super-heterodyne 
type. Across the output of the receiver a meter was con¬ 
nected. 

In series with the loop were two carefully calibrated re¬ 
sistors so that with a standard signal generator connected 
across one half, the total resistance was two ohms and the 
exact center point was grounded.

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856 A signal generator manufactured by the General 
Radio Co., type 403, was connected across one half 
of the resistance in series with the loop which ^eries re¬ 
sistance was a standard General Radio Co., Type 403-P10 
balanced shunt. 

This signal generator had first been calibrated by the 
General Radio Co. who guarantee its accurancy and later 
calibrated in the laboratories of the Radio Research Com¬ 
pany of Washington, against a very accurate signal gen¬ 
erator. i 


Method of Taking Readings 

The method used in measuring the field strength of these 
stations is generally known as the substitution method. In 
the theory—a known signal energizes the receiver whose 
output is noted. The output from a standard signal gen¬ 
erator is then permitted to actuate the receiver until the 
same as the previous reading is noted on the output meter 
—then, from the effective bight of the loop and the pre¬ 
vious calibration of the equipment the field strength can 
be directlv obtained. 


Actual Method of Making Readings 

The station was carefully tuned in, first on the j receiver, 
than the receiver and the loop was swung until the signal 
registered maximum on the output meter. The loop was 
then swung for a minimum signal and in every;case the 
output meter was adjusted to read zero on the fninimum 
loop position. The loop was then turned back until the 
output meter again read zero. 

The signal generator was then turned on and i|s output 
attenuator adjusted until the radio receiver output meter 
read the same as at the previous maximum station signal 
adjustment. 

In every case these readings were checked two or three 
times to be certain that the settings were correct. 

857 From the output of the signal generator the field 
strength was directly calculated by using jthe cali¬ 
bration factor of the equipment. 

It was found that in order to secure an absolute hiinimum 
signal, required for accurate readings, open plates were 
necessary. Hence, all our readings were made in park¬ 
ways, parks, cemetaries, and the like, where these readings 


i 
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were not influenced by absorbing objects such as overhead 
wires, large metal structures and the like. 

Data Taken 

The actual data was taken at 18 points and every effort 
was made to secure readings on all four stations at each 
of these points. However, due to the limited time (3 days) 
available, and the division of time between stations, it was 
impossible to secure readings on all four stations at all 
points. 

The attached data is that actuallv taken at the time of 
the measurement. The attached map shows the location of 
the various points at which measurements were taken to¬ 
gether with the distance in miles from each station to that 
point and the signal strength in milliviolts per meter of the 
station measured. 

It should be noted that the accepted minimum usable sig¬ 
nal for broadcast reception is .500 millivolts per meter but 
that in a city such as the Borough of Brooklyn which has 
the high noise levels noted in these measurements a usable 
strength of one millivolt per meter would be recommended 
for acceptable broadcast reception. 

Conclusions 

It is noted from the map that WBBC has a pronounced 
directional radiation to the north while yet covering the 
lower part of the Borough of Brooklyn with a satisfactory 
signal. At no place where readings were made, was the 
signal of WBBC unusable. 

858 Another thing to be noted is the lack of attenua¬ 
tion for a given distance over Jamaica Bay on all 
the stations measured. Even in Battery Park, New York 
City, WBBC came through with a thoroughly satisfactory 
signal although the intervening territory of eight miles is 
thickly built up with high and congested city buildings. 

It would have been desirable had time permitted to have 
made further tests further North into the town of Flush¬ 
ing, as the signal strength of WBBC as far as Forest Park, 
was still 6.35 millivolts per meter, while the signal strength 
from the three other stations was down appreciably below 
that level.

In many cases, this proved successful, 
thus eliminating the necessity for the parties involved to go 
to the courts for litigation involving expense and time which 
in this manner wer saved.

Memorandum of agreement made the day ojf March, 
1935 between Voice of Brooklyn, Inc., party of the f^rst part 
and Jewish Radio Program Service, Inc., party of the sec¬ 
ond part: 

Whereas, the party of the first part maintains and con¬ 
ducts a broadcasting station, under authority of the Fed¬ 
eral Communications Commission, and the party of the 
second part is equipped to obtain advertising contracts to 
be performed by means of said broadcasting statioh and to 
furnish talent, programs and musicians required for the 
purpose of fulfilling such contracts and otherwise assist in 
the more profitable and proper commercial operation of 
said broadcasting station, 

Now, Therefore, the parties hereto have agreed as fol¬ 
lows : 

1. The party of the second part shall procure advertising 
contracts for broadcasting time upon the station of the 
party of the first part; the party of the second pnrt shall 
not solicite advertising contracts for any other broadcast¬ 
ing station within the area of greater New York, during the 
term of this contract. 

2. The party of the second part shall prepare and 
arrange all programs and procure the talent and rpusicians 
in connection therewith, and shall be compensated therefor 
as agreed upon between the parties in each instance. 
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3. The party of the second part is hereby authorized to 
make such advertising contracts in its own name and shall 
immediately furnish duplicates thereof and exhibit the

4. For the purpose of securing it in the repayment of the 
loans in advances to be made by the party of the second
